Venezuela votes to 
choose Chavez successor 
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Venezuelan acting president 
and presidential candidate 
Nicolas Maduro assumes a 
praying attitude after casting 
his vote 

CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuelans flocked to the 
polls Sunday to pick late 
leader Hugo Chavez's succes¬ 
sor, choosing between the 
handpicked heir of his social¬ 
ist revolution and an oppo¬ 


nent vowing change in the di¬ 
vided nation. 

After a brief and bitter 
campaign, supporters of act¬ 
ing President Nicolas Maduro 
played military-style bugles 
to wake up people before 
dawn to vote in an election 
pitting him against opposition 
rival Henrique Capriles. 

Maduro is widely ex¬ 
pected to win the right to 
complete the new six-year 
term Chavez won in October, 
promising to continue oil- 
funded policies that cut 
poverty from 50 to 29 percent 
with popular health, educa¬ 
tion and food programs. 

But Capriles, the loser in 
October polls, hopes discon¬ 
tent over the nation's soaring 
murder rate, chronic food 
shortages, high inflation and 
regular power outages will 
give him an upset victory 
after 14 years under Chavez. 

Before dying last month, 
the late leader endorsed 
Maduro as his successor. 
Maduro has since cast him¬ 
self as Chavez's "son” and 
sought to elevate his late

mentor as a saint-like figure, 
calling him "Christ the re¬ 
deemer of the poor.”

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Venezuela votes to choose Chavez

Accompanied by his wife, 
former attorney general Cilia 
Flores. 

Before placing his elec¬ 
tronic vote's receipt in a box, 
he looked up at the sky and 
held his hands in prayer. 

"When I voted, I voted for 
his memory," said Maduro, 
who was mocked by the op¬ 
position during the campaign 
for saying Chavez's spirit vis¬ 
ited him in the form of a bird. 
"I gave my vote to this little 
bird that is flying freely. I 
voted for him." 

Maduro, who was accused 
of exploiting Chavez's death 
for political gain, said he 
would await the election re¬ 
sults in the military barracks 
where the former colonel was 
laid to rest. 

Capriles voted in an 
upper-class neighborhood, 
kissing a statue of the Virgin 
Mary after voting and urging 
Venezuelans to report any 
election abuses. 

"What we want is for this 
country to have a true democ¬ 
racy, a democracy for all, a 
country where we can all ex¬ 
ercise our rights without the 
possibility of any reprisal," 
he said. 

The 40-year-old state gov¬ 
ernor accused the govern¬ 
ment of sending text 
messages to civil servants to 
pressure them to vote for 
Maduro. During the cam¬ 
paign, he said Maduro un¬ 
fairly used state resources to 
his advantage. 

From Venezuela's Amazon 
region to the Caribbean coast 
and the capital's hillside 
slums, voters cast ballots to 
decide the future of a nation 
sitting on the world's biggest 
proven oil reserves. 

At the school where 
Chavez used to vote in the 


poor January 23 neighbor¬ 
hood, some voters hailed his 
legacy. 

"The commitment to the 
revolution is very strong," 
said Denis Oropeza, 33, a 
museum employee voting 
there as a truck played a 
recording of Chavez asking 
Venezuelans to vote for 
Maduro before cancer took 
his life. 

Later, two of Chavez's 
daughters voted at the school 
and were applauded by the 
crowd. People chanted 
"Chavez lives! The struggle 
goes on!" 

But in the Caracas neigh¬ 
borhood known as a Capriles 
bastion, voters said they were 
fed up with violence that left 
16,000 people dead last year 
and a weak economy that has 
people struggling to find but¬ 
ter and milk in grocery stores. 

"I want change because 
the situation is not good. 
There's no security, the coun¬ 
try is divided in two," said 
Pietro Bellacicco, 75, a re¬ 
tired agricultural worker. 

Chavez named Maduro — 
a former bus driver and union 
activist who rose to foreign 
minister and vice president — 
as his political heir in Decem¬ 
ber before undergoing a final 
round of cancer surgery. He 
died on March 5 aged 58. 

Maduro and Capriles en¬ 
gaged in an acrimonious 
campaign marked by insults, 
government allegations of as¬ 
sassination plots against the 
acting leader and the virtual 
beatification of Chavez. 

Maduro called his rival a 
"little bourgeois" while 
Capriles derided the tall, 
broad-shouldered acting 
president as a "bull-chicken." 

Capriles avoided criticiz¬ 
ing Chavez, however, pledg¬ 


ing to maintain his social 
"missions." He lost to Chavez 
by 11 points in the October 7 
presidential election — the 
opposition's best ever show¬ 
ing against him. 

But he blamed the govern¬ 
ment for the nation's eco¬ 
nomic woes and vowed to cut 
the "gift" to Cuba — a deal in 
which Caracas ships 100,000 
barrels of oil per day while 
Havana sends doctors and 
other experts to Venezuela. 

Opinion polls gave 
Maduro a lead of 10-20 
points, though the last survey 
conducted by Datanalisis last 
week gave him a 9.7-point 
edge. The winner will be 
sworn in on Friday. 

"The opposition was able 
to excite its people," Ignacio 
Avalos, a sociology professor 
at Central University of 
Venezuela. "Maduro has two 
very important weapons in 
his favor: Chavez's last wish 
and the state machinery." 

Maduro also said Sunday 
his government would provide 
"new direct evidence" of US 
interventionism in his country 
after he cast a vote in his bid to 
succeed Hugo Chavez. 

Maduro, who was hand¬ 
picked by Chavez to lead his 
nation, expelled two US mil¬ 
itary attaches the day the left¬ 
ist leader died last month, and 
he accused former US offi¬ 
cials of hatching a plot to kill 
him during the campaign. 

"Tomorrow (Monday) we 
will present new direct evi¬ 
dence of interventionism in 
the domestic situation of 
Venezuela by US embassy 
officials," the former foreign 
minister and vice president 
said.

Rubio vows tough, 
long path to US 
citizenship 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Senator Marco Rubio, the Re¬ 
publican point man for immi¬ 
gration reform, said Sunday a 
new bill would carve a long, 
arduous path to citizenship for 
the country's 11 million illegal 
immigrants. 

Appearing on a string of 
Sunday talk shows, Rubio ap¬ 
peared keen to reassure hard¬ 
line Republicans opposed to 
the idea of amnesty, promising 
a winding uphill climb to citi¬ 
zenship tethered to tighter bor¬ 
der security. 

Rubio, a Cuban-American 
seen as a possible 2016 White 
House candidate, said many 
immigrants would not qualify, 
and that those who did would 
have to pay taxes and fines 
and wait more than a decade 
before applying for citizen¬ 
ship. 

Even then, the path to citi¬ 
zenship would be tied to a 
major increase in border secu¬ 
rity, a high-tech verification 
system to track individuals 
who overstay their visas and 
mechanisms to prevent illegal 
immigrants from working. 

"For those undocumented 
in this country, not only will 
they have to wait more than 
10 years, they will have to 
wait until those... things are 
fully implemented." 

"We're not awarding any¬ 
body anything. All we're 
doing is giving people the op¬ 
portunity to eventually earn 
access to our new, improved 
and modernized legal immi¬ 
gration system." 


"You won't be able to find 
work in the US if you are not 
legally here. That's why that 
'e-verify' part of it is so impor¬ 
tant," Rubio said, adding that 
undocumented workers would 
be also barred from social and 
health programs. 

"In exchange for all of that, 
we are going to get the toughest 
enforcement measures in the 
history of this country. We are 
going to secure the border to the 
extent that's possible," Rubio 
told ABC News's "This Week." 

The senator explained that 
after applying for temporary 
legal status that would permit 
them to work in the United 
States, undocumented immi¬ 
grants would then have to wait 
for at least 10 years to apply 
for a green card. 

Once a green card is ac¬ 
quired, immigrants can gener¬ 
ally apply for citizenship after 
another three years. 

Rubio has been working 
with a bipartisan group of sen¬ 
ators — the so-called Gang of 
Eight — hoping to enact the 
most sweeping immigration 
reform in a quarter-century, 
with a Senate bill expected to 
be introduced within days. 

Rubio said he was "very 
optimistic" that draft legisla¬ 
tion would be presented soon, 
but that there would be a 
"lengthy process" in which 
lawmakers would debate and 
amend the bill. 

The first Senate hearing on 
the issue is scheduled to take 
place Wednesday. 

According to a March 21 
survey, six out of 10 Americans 
support a path to citizenship for 
undocumented immigrants. 

The last major immigration 
reform dates back to 1986 
when, with Republican icon 
Ronald Reagan in the White 
House, some 2.7 million ille¬ 
gal immigrants were granted 
amnesty. 

The United States currently 
deports about 400,000 people 
annually.

China, US to work 
together on cyber¬ 
security: Kerry 


US calls on North Korea to 
negotiate 


BEIJING(AFP) - China and the 
US, which are embroiled in a 
bitter dispute over hacking, 
have agreed to set up a cyberse¬ 
curity working group, US Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry said. 

"All of us, every nation, has 
an interest in protecting its peo¬ 
ple, protecting its rights, pro¬ 
tecting its infrastructure," he 
told reporters on a visit to Bei¬ 
jing- 

"Cybersecurity affects 
everybody," he said. "It affects 
airplanes in the sky, trains on 
their tracks, it affects the flow 
of water through dams, it af¬ 
fects transportation networks, 
power plants, it affects the fi¬ 
nancial sector, banks, financial 
transactions. 

The world's two largest 
economies have traded accusa¬ 
tions this year over cyber at¬ 
tacks after US research 
company Mandiant said in Feb¬ 
ruary that a Chinese army unit 
had stolen hundreds of ter¬ 
abytes of data from at least 141 
organisations, mostly based in 
the United States. 

China dismissed the report 
as "groundless", saying its de¬ 
fence ministry websites were 
often subjected to hacking at¬ 
tacks originating in the US. 

Last month President 
Barack Obama said cyber 
threats affecting US firms and 
infrastructure were increasing 
and some were "state spon¬ 
sored". 

That prompted to Beijing to 
repeat an offer to hold interna¬ 
tional talks on hacking, with the 
foreign ministry saying it 
wanted "constructive dialogue 
and cooperation with the inter¬ 
national community, including 
the US". 

China's new premier Li Ke- 
qiang last month used his first 


press conference after taking 
office to reject the US accusa¬ 
tions, saying that Beijing did 
not support cyber spying and 
calling China a "major victim 
of cyber attacks". 

Federal government agen¬ 
cies could buy IT products from 
China if they passed an official 
assessment of risks involving 
"cyber-espionage or sabotage 
associated with the acquisition 
of such system", the bill said. 

A US congressional report 
last year named China as "the 
most threatening actor in cyber¬ 
space". 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Guards at the Guantanamo Bay 
prison fired several non-lethal 
shots to quell prisoner unrest 
Saturday as they relocated in¬ 
mates into individual cells, US 
military officials said. 

Officials at the US-run 
prison met with resistance from 
some inmates as they moved 
before dawn to relocate in¬ 
mates from communal housing 
into individual cells.

TOKYO (AFP) - US Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry on 
Sunday called on Pyongyang 
to go back to the negotiating 
table as he told Japan the 
United States would protect it 
from North Korea's threats.

Kerry's comments came

During an intense day of 
diplomacy in Beijing on Satur¬ 
day, Kerry warned Chinese 
leaders including President Xi 
Jinping that the stakes for 
global and regional security 
were high. 


China is Pyongyang's sole 
major ally and backer, and is 
widely seen as the only coun¬ 
try with leverage to influence 
its actions — although it is re¬ 
luctant to risk destabilising the 
regime. 

The top US diplomat hailed 
a joint commitment from Chi¬ 
nese and US leaders to work 
together to dial down the ten¬ 
sions.

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China H7N9 bird flu area spreads, 
two new deaths: govt 



BEIJING (AFP) - China's 
H7N9 bird flu spread west to 
the central province of Henan 
on Sunday, as government 
websites and state media re¬ 
ported two deaths and 11 new 
cases nationwide. 

The new strain of the flu had 
been confined to the eastern 
city of Shanghai and nearby 
Zhejiang, Jiangsu and Anhui 
until Saturday when the first 
case was reported in Beijing. 

In total 60 people have been 
infected and 13 have died of 
the disease since Chinese au¬ 
thorities announced two weeks 
ago they had found H7N9 in 
humans for the first time. 

Two new cases were re¬ 
ported in Henan on Sunday by 
Xinhua state news agency, as 
government websites also an¬ 
nounced four new instances in 
Zhejiang, two in Jiangsu and 
three in Shanghai along with 
two deaths in existing cases. 

Nine of the 11 new victims 
were male and seven of them 


were in their sixties and seven¬ 
ties. 

The Beijing-based patient 
was the seven-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of poultry traders and her 
condition had improved. 

Experts fear the prospect of 
such viruses mutating into a 
form easily transmissible be¬ 
tween humans, which would 
have the potential to trigger a 
pandemic. 

The close contacts of the 
victims reported on Sunday 
were under observation but 
none were reported so far to 
have displayed abnormal 
symptoms. 

Health authorities in China 
say they do not know exactly 
how the virus is spreading, but 
it is believed to be crossing 
from birds to humans, prompt¬ 
ing mass culls in several cities. 

Beijing has halted poultry 
trading and banned the flying 
of pigeons, China National 
Radio reported on Sunday. 

The United Nations' Food 


and Agriculture Organization 
has said H7N9 shows "affin¬ 
ity" to humans while causing 
"very mild or no disease" in in¬ 
fected poultry, making it more 
difficult to find the source of 
transmission. 

In 2003 Chinese authorities 
were accused of trying to 
cover up the outbreak of Se¬ 
vere Acute Respiratory Syn¬ 
drome, which went on to kill 
about 800 people worldwide. 

But China has been praised 
for transparency over H7N9, 
with the WHO saying it was 
pleased with the level of infor¬ 
mation sharing and US scien¬ 
tists congratulating it for "the 
apparent speed with which the 
H7N9 virus was identified" in 
a New England Journal of 
Medicine article. 

China has said it expects to 
have a vaccine ready in seven 
months but in the article the 
US experts said developing 
one could take "many 
months".

US top court to hear 
case on gene patents 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US Supreme Court will hear 
arguments Monday on whether 
to allow scientists to patent 
genes they have isolated and 
identified, a decision that 
could have far-reaching impli¬ 
cations for genetic research. 

The nine justices will review 
a 2012 appeals court decision 
that allowed a biotechnology 
company, Myriad Genetics 
Inc, to patent two genes it 
found had links to breast and 
ovarian cancer. 

But the ruling has drawn 
protest from a broad group, in¬ 
cluding associations represent¬ 
ing some 150,000 researchers, 
doctors and patients, who are 
now asking the nation's top 
court to overturn it. 

"Our legal challenge is 
based on 150 years Supreme 
court doctrine that says, under 
the patent act, products and 
laws of nature are not 
patentable," said lawyer San¬ 
dra Park of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, which is lead¬ 
ing the judicial battle along 
with the Patent Policy Frame¬ 
work. 

According to Park, extract¬ 
ing a gene from a cell to isolate 
it does not constitute an inven¬ 
tion by itself. 

For Joseph Stiglitz, Nobel 
laureate in economics and a 
professor at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity in New York, Myriad's 
two patents, obtained in the 
1990s, create a "lack of access 
to testing but also a lack of ac¬ 
cess for further development 
of basic research." 

Park concurs. "That's ex¬ 
actly the situation we have 
here. Because of Myriad's 
patent of the gene, no other 
scientists can look at these 
genes," she explained. 

The "very broad" patent 
"precludes any laboratory or 
scientists from doing clinical 
or research work with theses 


genes because isolation is fun¬ 
damental to doing anything 
with them," she emphasized. 

As a result, the researchers 
are unable to develop compet¬ 
ing tests that may potentially 
be more effective than Myr¬ 
iad's to determine if a women 
is a carrier of the mutations 
that predispose her to breast or 
ovarian cancer. 

That's a crucial problem, 
said Ellen Matloff, director of 
cancer genetic counseling at 
the Yale Cancer Center, be¬ 
cause Myriad's test falls short 
and fails to detect the mutated 
genes in some women. 

Moreover, with its monop¬ 
oly, Myriad can bill more than 
$3,000 for an analysis that, 
Matloff said, should cost a 
tenth as much. 

But Myriad defends its 
patents and denies they cover 
mere products of nature. 

It maintained, as well, that 
the discovery of the two genes, 
the product of research that 
typically requires years of ef¬ 
fort and large investments, 
ought to be protected. 

Nearly 20 percent of the ap¬ 
proximately 24,000 human 
genes are currently under 
patent, some of which are as¬ 
sociated with Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease or other cancers. 

The Supreme Court's deci¬ 
sion is expected in June.

Visitors will be able to 
view, for example, letters 
penned by George Wash¬ 
ington, a copy of the Dec¬ 
laration ofIndependence in 
the handwriting of Thomas 
Jefferson, and ambrotype and 
daguerreotype images of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln. 

The Digital Public Library 
of America site dp.la will 
launch April 18 with more than 
two million objects — includ¬ 
ing digital renderings of pho¬ 
tos, books, manuscripts and 
other items from places such 
as the Smithsonian Institution, 
along with museums, libraries 
and historical institutions 
around the country. 


Thomas Jefferson's 1790 
letter accepting his appoint¬ 
ment as secretary of state to 
Washington is among the doc¬ 
uments. One can find Matthew 
Brady's early Lincoln photo¬ 
graphs and historical maps of 
the Americas from the David 
Rumsey Map Collection. 

The site created through the 
impetus of Harvard Univer¬ 
sity's Berkman Center for In¬ 
ternet and Society is modeled 
after the Europeana library in 
Europe and the Australian Na¬ 


tional Library's Trove 
project. 

Cohen said DPLA 
can be used as a 
search portal for re¬ 
searchers, as an alter¬ 
native to a search 
engine like Google be¬ 
cause it is a self-con¬ 
tained site with many 
objects that might not 
be available by Web 
search. 

For students as re¬ 
searchers, DPLA can be an al¬ 
ternative to Wikipedia, 
because the new library will be 
a primary resource.

In lab, 'bio-kidney' offers hope for 
renal patients 


PARIS (AFP) - Researchers in 
the United States on Sunday 
said they had bio-engineered a 
kidney and transplanted it into 
rats, marking a step forward in 
a quest to help patients suffer¬ 
ing from kidney failure. 

The prototype proves that a 
"bio-kidney” can work, emu¬ 
lating breakthroughs else¬ 
where to build replacement 
structures for livers, hearts and 
lungs, they said. 

Described in the journal Na¬ 
ture Medicine, the work en¬ 
tailed taking a rat kidney and 
stripping out its living cells 
using a detergent solution, 
leaving behind a shell made of 
collagen. 

The next step was to repop¬ 
ulate this empty structure with 
living cells, comprising human 
endothelial cells, which line 


the walls of blood vessels in 
the kidney, and kidney cells 
taken from newborn rats. 

The trick was then to "seed” 
these cells in the correct part 
of the kidney, using a muscle 
duct called the ureter as a tube. 

The team transplanted the 
organ into living rats from 
which a kidney had been re¬ 
moved. 

The new kidney started fil¬ 
tering blood and producing 
urine through the ureter as 
soon as the bloody supply was 
restored, and there was no ev¬ 
idence of bleeding or clots. 

Further work is needed to 
fine-tune the cell types to im¬ 
prove organ function, and 
many hurdles must be over¬ 
come before any tests on hu¬ 
mans can go ahead, the 
scientists cautioned. 


The researchers stripped 
cells from pig and human kid¬ 
neys to test the first phase of 
the procedure on these organs, 
but have not taken this further 
for now. 

Harald Ott of the Massachu¬ 
setts General Hospital Center 
for Regenerative Medicine 
said the goal was to help the 
millions of people with kidney 
failure whose lives are 
crimped by dialysis. 

"If this technology can be 
scaled to human-sized grafts, 
patients suffering from renal 
failure who are currently wait¬ 
ing for donor kidneys or who 
are not transplant candidates 
could theoretically receive 
new organs derived from their 
own cells” to prevent rejection 
by the immune system, he 
said.

Cyprus passports offered to big 
foreign losers in EU bailout 


LIMASSOL (AFP) - President 
Nicos Anastasiades said Sun¬ 
day that foreigners with bank 
deposits in Cyprus who lost at 
least 3 million euros ($3.9 mil¬ 
lion) under an EU bailout for 
the island would be given 
passports. 

"Non-resident investors 
who held deposits prior" to the 
bailout and lost "at least 3 mil¬ 
lion euros will be eligible to 
apply for Cypriot citizenship," 
which brings with it an EU 
passport, Anastasiades said. 

"We believe that a number 
of measures to be adopted 
could on the one hand mitigate 
to some extent the damage the 
Russian business community 
has endured," he told a Russ¬ 
ian business conference in the 
coastal resort of Limassol. 

He said the measures, pri¬ 
marily affecting Russians, 
would be approved at a two- 
day cabinet meeting starting 
on Monday. 

Most of the money being 
raised by Cyprus to qualify for 
the bailout is to come from a 
hit of as much as 60 percent on 
more on deposits above 
100,000 euros at the Mediter¬ 
ranean country’s two largest 
banks. 

Russians have billions of 
euros in deposits parked in 
Cyprus, with estimates ranging 
from 5-31 billion euros. 
Moscow was angered when it 
emerged they would lose part 
of their money under "hair¬ 
cuts" demanded in return for 
an EU bailout. 

"I wholly acknowledge and 
share their understandable bit¬ 
terness and apprehension 
caused by the coercive manner 
with which the Eurogroup 
agreement was imposed on my 
government," Anastasiades 
said of the Russian business 
community. 

The government is also "ex¬ 
amining various scenarios 
which could permit the com¬ 
pensation of part of the losses 
which shareholders of banks.

US warns China, 
Japan, SKorea on 
currencies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said China's 
currency remains "signifi¬ 
cantly undervalued" and 
warned Japan and South Korea 
against weakening their cur¬ 
rencies to gain a trade advan¬ 
tage. 

In a twice-yearly finding to 
Congress on exchange-rate 
policies, the US Treasury took 
aim at the country's big Asian 
trade partners ahead of a series 
of high-level international 
meetings in Washington next 
week. 

Taking surprise aim at 
Tokyo, the Treasury raised 
questions about Japan's effort 
to reflate its economy, a move 
that has sent the yen sharply 
tumbling to its lowest level 
since May 2009. 

The yen has moved from 77 
to the dollar to nearly 100 to 
the dollar since October. 

The Treasury said that 
Japan's macroeconomic stimu¬ 
lus would be supportive in the 
short term "but cannot be a 
substitute for structural reform 
that raises productivity and 
trend growth." 

It urged Tokyo "to remain 
oriented towards meeting re¬ 
spective domestic objectives 
using domestic instruments 
and to refrain from competi¬ 
tive devaluation and targeting 
its exchange rate for competi¬ 
tive purposes." 

As for China, once again, in 
the face of congressional crit¬ 
ics of China's huge bilateral 
trade advantage, the Treasury 
declined to officially brand 
Beijing a currency manipula¬ 
tor, a move that could spark 
US trade sanctions. 

The Treasury said that as of 
early April 2013, the yuan, or 


renminbi (RMB), has appreci¬ 
ated 10.0 percent against the 
US dollar since June 2010, 
when China moved off its ex¬ 
change rate peg. 

When inflation is taken into 
account, the yuan has appreci¬ 
ated 16.2 percent from June 
2010 through February 2013, 
it said. 

For that reason, the Treasury 
said it had concluded that the 
standard for determining the 
exchange rate was manipu¬ 
lated to gain an unfair compet¬ 
itive advantage "has not been 
met with respect to China." 

But it said China's yuan is 
still underpriced. 

On April 1, the yuan had ap¬ 
preciated 1.9 percent from a 
year ago, according to market 
data. 

The Treasury also assailed 
Seoul for intervening in cur¬ 
rency markets to limit the 
strength of the won. 

The won appreciated by 
eight percent against the dollar 
in 2012, the most among the 
G20. 

South Korea has done so 
with the stated goal of smooth¬ 
ing volatility in the won, it 
said. 

The Treasury recalled that 
its Group of 20 partners, at a 
February meeting dominated 
by the issue of currency wars, 
had agreed to refrain from 
competitive devaluation and 
exchange-rate targeting trade 
advantage. 

The critical report suggested 
currency wars would be high 
on the agenda of the G20 
meeting next Friday amid the 
annual spring meetings of the 
International Monetary Fund 
and World Bank in Washing¬ 
ton.

KHARTOUM, (AFP) 
Sudan's oil ministry said Sun¬ 
day that the first crude from 
South Sudan reached its terri¬ 
tory, bringing both impover¬ 
ished nations closer to billions 
of dollars in revenue after a 
dispute over fees. 

Eight days ago South Sudan 
held a ceremony to restart oil 
production at the Thar Jath 
field in Unity state after a shut¬ 
down of more than a year. 

The South halted crude pro¬ 
duction in early 2012, cutting 
off most of its revenue after ac¬ 
cusing Khartoum of theft in a 
row over export fees. 

China was the biggest buyer 
of the oil. 

Fatah said the oil flowed 
into a tank on Sudanese terri¬ 
tory from South Sudan's Block 
5A, southeast of the Unity state 
capital Bentiu. 

"They have already 
processed this oil and they 
have pushed this through to the 
export tank" on the Sudanese 
side, Fatah said. 

He expressed hope that 
within a week oil could begin 
moving into the main pipeline 
to begin a journey of about 45 
days to the export terminal at 
Port Sudan on the Red Sea. 

"This operation will start 
small because they cannot 
open all thousands of wells at 
the same time," Fatah said. 

He anticipates an initial flow 
of 10,000 barrels per day mov¬ 
ing towards Port Sudan, where 
stock will have to build until 
there is enough to fill a tanker 
which can hold more than 
600,000 barrels. 

Production from South 
Sudan's Upper Nile state, 
where most of the fields are lo¬ 
cated, should reach Sudan in 
two or three weeks, Fatah said. 


The first ship carrying oil 
could leave sometime in July, 
with the first revenue arriving 
up to 40 days later, he added. 

Fatah said engineers are still 
checking the condition of the 
Sudanese pipeline, which runs 
for about 1,500 kilometres 
(930 miles). So far there ap¬ 
pears to be no major problems. 

Workers on the South Su¬ 
danese side found a bullet hole 
in the local pipeline on Satur¬ 
day but the leak has been 
stopped, he said. 

South Sudan split from 
Sudan in July 2011, following 
an overwhelming referendum 
vote for independence under a 
peace deal that ended a 22-year 
civil war. 

The new country separated 
with roughly 75 percent of the 
470,000 barrels per day of 
crude produced by the for¬ 
merly unified country, while 
refineries and export pipelines 
stayed under Khartoum's juris¬ 
diction. 

Independence of the South 
left Khartoum without most of 
its export earnings and half of 
its fiscal revenues. 

As a result, the pound cur¬ 
rency plunged in value on the 
black market while inflation 
rose to more than 40 percent, 
where it remains. 

Loss of the export fees from 
South Sudan's oil added to the 
north's economic burden but, 
for the South's government in 
Juba, shutting oil production 
meant the loss of 98 percent of 
its stated revenue. 

It is now set to earn billions 
of dollars from exporting its oil 
again, while the deal is worth 
$1 billion-$1.5 billion annually 
in transit fees and other pay¬ 
ments to Sudan, an interna¬ 
tional economist has estimated.

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Pope adviser Pell says Church needs 
'better discipline 1

SYDNEY (AFP)-Australia’s 
most senior Catholic cleric 
Cardinal George Pell, picked 
by the pope to help advise him 
on governance and reforms, 
said Sunday "better discipline" 
was needed in the church. 

The Sydney Archbishop 
also suggested less Italian in¬ 
fluence at the Vatican would 
be welcome. 

Pell was one of eight cardi¬ 
nals from around the world se¬ 
lected by Pope Francis on 
Saturday to advise him in the 
new pontiffs first step towards 
reforming the Catholic 
Church's opaque administra¬ 
tion. 

The group will examine up¬ 
dating the constitution of the 
Roman Curia — the Church 
administration which analysts 
say is badly in need of reform. 

Pell said he would help the 
pope in "anyway I can". 

"I am very sure the Holy 
Father will be working for a 
better discipline," he told ABC 
radio ahead of his departure 
from Sydney for Rome. 

"There has been a spot of 
bother as we know in the Vat¬ 
ican, with the butler leaking 


the papers and other allega¬ 
tions. 

"Most of the people work¬ 
ing in the Curia are very, very 
fine people, but there were 
one or two mishaps." 

Pell also suggested he 
would welcome a reduction in 
Italy's influence over the Vati¬ 
can. 

"Quite a few Italians work 
in the Curia. The chairman of 
this group is an Italian, Cardi¬ 
nal Bertello," he said. 

"But I think different per¬ 
spectives will be useful and I 
think a few English-speaking 
perspectives won't hurt." 

Tim Fischer, Australia's 
first resident ambassador to 
the Holy See, called the panel 
appointments an "inspira¬ 
tional" choice. 

"Certainly this new cabinet, 
or council, of cardinals of ad¬ 
vice is a beacon pointing the 
way ahead by the new Pope in 
relation to re-balancing and 
revamping the church," he 
said. 

The other cardinals selected 
are from Europe, Africa, 
North and South America, and 
Asia with the group due to 


hold its first meeting on Octo¬ 
ber 1-3, the Vatican said. 

The announcement came a 
month after Francis was 
elected leader of the world's 
1.2 billion Catholics and a 
week after he made his first 
appointment to the scandal-hit 
Vatican bureaucracy, naming a 
leader of the main Franciscan 
order as the number two of the 
institution that oversees all 
Catholic religious orders. 

Vatican observers are ea¬ 
gerly awaiting other key nom¬ 
inations to top Curia posts 
expected in the coming weeks, 
which could provide vital in¬ 
sights into the new pope's in¬ 
tentions for the Church.

BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - A 
priest in the pope's native Ar¬ 
gentina who endorsed the gay 
marriage law approved here 
in 2010 has been expelled 
from the church, his local 
archbishop's office said Fri¬ 
day. 

The offensive against the 
legislation was led by Jorge 
Bergoglio, then the arch¬ 
bishop of Buenos Aires and 
now Pope Francis. 

Father Jose Nicolas 
Alessio, who served in the 
central province of Cordoba 
and was first suspended in 
2010, and now been de¬ 
frocked altogether, expressed 
bitter disappointment. 

"More than 30 years serv¬ 
ing God's people has meant 
nothing for the Catholic 
Church. All it took to get 
thrown out was having an 
opinion different from that of 
the archbishop," he said. 

Argentina was the first 
Latin American country to 
recognize same-sex marriage. 
It is also allowed in Mexico 
City and was approved just 
this week in Uruguay. 

So far around 6,000 same 
sex couples have wed in Ar¬ 
gentina, activists say. 
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Brilliant US 
ballerina 
Tallchief dies 



NEW YORK (AFP) - One of 
America's finest ballerinas and 
the muse and wife of leg¬ 
endary choreographer George 
Balanchine has died, aged 88. 

Maria Tallchief died Thurs¬ 
day in Chicago, where she had 
founded the short-lived 
Chicago City Ballet, the fam¬ 
ily announced. She had previ¬ 
ously been the dazzling prima 
ballerina with the New York 
City Ballet from 1948 to 1965, 
working with Balanchine, who 
was also briefly her husband. 

Balanchine created the lead 
role of Stravinsky's "Firebird" 
for her, among many others, 
while her performances in the 
choreographer's take on 
"Swan Lake" and "Orpheus" 
helped cement his stature. 

Her role as the Sugar Plum 
Fairy in Balanchine's 1954 
"Nutcracker," wrote The 
Washington Post, helped 
"transform" a previously ob¬ 
scure ballet into "an American 
holiday staple and the ballet 
world's most perennially reli¬ 
able box-office draw." 

Born in 1925 to a father 
from the Osage tribe and a 
mother of Irish-Scottish de¬ 
scent, Tallchief was one of the 
first Native American balleri¬ 
nas to achieve such promi¬ 
nence with major companies. 

Her pride in her heritage led 
her to refuse pressure common 
at the time to change her name 
to a more marketable, Russ¬ 
ian-sounding version — for ex¬ 
ample turning Tallchief into 
Tallchieva. 

She grew up initially on the 
Osage reservation in Okla¬ 
homa, where her family's life 
had been revolutionized by the 
wealth that came with the dis¬ 
covery of oil on tribal land. 

Highly musical, she took 
piano and ballet lessons, and 
at eight, when her family 
moved to Los Angeles, her 
dancing turned serious. 

In 1942, she joined the Bal¬ 
let Russe de Monte Carlo, a 
leading touring company, and 
it was there that she grew 
close Balanchine, who was the 
choreographer. They married 
in 1946 and divorced in 1950. 

She was the prima ballerina 
at New York City Ballet, 
where Balanchine was also 
choreographer. Her appear¬ 
ance in the "The Firebird" in 
1949 assured her stardom.

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Football: History of violence 
returns to haunt Europe 




PARIS (AFP) - Tear gas, stun 
grenades and knuckle-dusters 
provided a grim, bloody back¬ 
drop as hooliganism returned 
to haunt Europe's top leagues 
this weekend. 

From London's showpiece 
Wembley Stadium to Munich's 
glittering Allianz Arena and at 
the 2004 Olympic Stadium in 
Athens, fans fought hit-and- 
run battles with riot police. 

Fourteen fans were ar¬ 
rested and four police officers 
were hurt after Millwall fans 
fought amongst themselves as 
their team went down to a 2-0 
defeat to Wigan in the FA Cup 
semi-finals at Wembley. 

Police wielding batons 
eventually brought the disor¬ 
der under control. 

South London club Mill- 
wall had been plagued by 
hardcore violence during the 
dark days of the 1970s and 
1980s. 

Saturday's fighting was 
witnessed by millions of peo¬ 
ple worldwide tuning into TV 
coverage of the sport's oldest 
cup competition. 

Wigan chairman Dave 


Whelan said he had been 
stunned by the violence which 
left some fans injured and chil¬ 
dren in tears. 

In Munich, police warned 
of a "new dimension of vio¬ 
lence" after 16 officers were 
injured and more than 60 sup¬ 
porters detained before cham¬ 
pions Bayern Munich's match 
against Nuremburg. 

According to reports, a 
group of 400 Nuremberg fans 
was attacked by 120 Bayern 
fans en route to the stadium 
before the away fans then 
turned on police, using stones 
and bottles. 

In all, 61 fans were de¬ 
tained — 31 from Munich and 
30 Nuremberg supporters — 
and questioned over offences 
ranging from assault and re¬ 
sisting arrest to breach of the 
peace. 

Weapons, including 

knuckle-dusters, were used in 
the fighting. 

Two key matches in the 
Greek Super League saw hun¬ 
dreds of supporters clash with 
police who resorted to tear gas 
and stun grenades to quell the 


assault. 

The most seri¬ 
ous incidents hap¬ 
pened at the Athens 
Olympic Stadium 
where the match 
between the home 
team AEK and 
Panthrakikos was 
suspended. 

The game was 
halted when hun¬ 
dreds of angry 
AEK fans dashed 
onto the pitch after 
the visitors took a 
1-0 lead courtesy of 
an own-goal in the 
87th minute. 

As the stadium emptied, 
some 300 fans remained, de¬ 
stroying plastic seats. 

Going into the match, AEK 
had won just one of their last 
seven games and are in danger 
of being relegated for the first 
time in their history. 

An hour-and-a-half before 
the start of that game, 
Olympiakos fans, Panathi- 
naikos supporters and police 
clashed outside Karaiskaki 
Stadium. 

Fire bombs and rocks were 
thrown at police who re¬ 
sponded with the use of tear 
gas and stun grenades. 

Back in the English Premier 
League, Newcastle fans fought 
running battles with mounted 
police. 

Twenty seven fans were ar¬ 
rested and at least three police 
officers injured following 
Newcastle's 3-0 home defeat to 
bitter local rivals Sunderland. 

Police said they were pelted 
with missiles as they clashed 
with home fans attempting to 
confront Sunderland support¬ 
ers at the city's railway station.

MADRID (AFP) - Barcelona 
continued their march towards 
a 22nd La Liga title as a much- 
changed side were still too 
strong for struggling Real 
Zaragoza in a 3-0 win at La

Barca, playing without the 
injured Lionel Messi, remain 
13 points ahead of Real 
Madrid who beat Athletic Bil¬ 
bao, also by 3-0. 

Thiago Alcantara got 
Barcelona going with a tidy 
finish on 20 minutes and the 
Spanish international then 
played in Cristian Tello to 
make it 2-0 just before the 
break. 

Tello showed great pace and 
poise to register his second of 
the evening seven minutes 
after the restart and there was 
even a rare clean sheet for 
Barca despite the absence of 
Gerard Pique at the back. 

Tito Vilanova made six 
changes from the side that 
started Wednesday's exacting 
Champions League clash with 
Paris Saint-Germain. 

However, it was one of 
those not rested that caused a 
surprise as Xavi started a 
league game for the first time 
since early February. 

The third Barca goal did ar¬ 
rive soon after though as Tello 
showed off his frightening 
speed once more to dash past 
Glenn Loovens and slot into 
the far comer. 

Real Madrid remain 13 
points behind the leaders after 
two goals and an assist from 


Cristiano Ronaldo guided 
them 3-0 win at Athletic Bil¬ 
bao. 

In contrast to Barcelona, 
Jose Mourinho named almost 
a full strength Madrid side and 
was rewarded when Ronaldo 
got the visitors off to the per¬ 
fect start with a wonderful 
free-kick that dipped into the 
top comer. 

However, Madrid also had 
to rely to great saves from 
Diego Lopez to deny Markel 
Susaeta and Ander Herrera as 
Athletic went onto boss the 
first-half. 

Ronaldo sealed all three 
points for Los Blancos with 20 
minutes to go though as he 
rose highest to bullet Xabi 
Alonso's free-kick into the far 
corner before the Portuguese 
slipped in Higuain to fire home 
the third from a narrow angle 
five minutes later. 

Atletico Madrid kept up 
their chase of Real in second 
place with a 5-0 thrashing of 
Granada at the Vicente 
Calderon. 

Diego Costa opened the 
scoring for Los Rojiblancos 
before a Radamel Falcao dou¬ 
ble and second-half goals from 
Raul Garcia and Filipe Luis 
sealed a first victory in three 
games for Diego Simeone's 
men. 

Real Sociedad increased 
their advantage in fourth as 
two early goals from Imanol 
Agirretxe handed them a com¬ 
fortable 2-0 win at Rayo Valle- 
cano.

Garnett finished with nine re¬ 
bounds and Paul Pierce scored 
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12 points for the Celtics, who 
beat Orlando for the eighth 
consecutive time. 

Boston has just two games 
remaining in the regular season 
as they will face Indiana at 
home on Tuesday before fin¬ 
ishing the regular season in 
Toronto on Wednesday. 

Tobias Harris scored 22 
points and Nik Vucevic 
recorded a double-double with 
16 points and 12 rebounds for 
Orlando, who have lost six of 
their last seven games. 

"Very disappointed," said 
Harris. "Played a great team 
and just didn’t live up to the op¬ 
portunity." 

Both teams shot well in the 
third quarter, especially the 
Magic who scored 27 points, 
with Harris and Vucevic com¬ 
bining to record all but one. 

Boston had 28 points in the 
quarter on 64.7 percent shoot¬ 
ing from the field. 

The Celtics led by as many 
as 27 points late in the third to 


take a 85-64 advantage 
into the final quarter. 

In Los Angeles - Chris 
Paul sank one of two free 
throws with 18 seconds 
left as the Los Angeles 
Clippers snapped the 
Memphis Grizzlies' 13- 
game home win streak 
with a 91-87 NBA victory 
on Saturday. 

Paul finished with 13 
points and five assists, 
while DeAndre Jordan had 
16 points and 12 rebounds 
for Los Angeles who have 
won five straight contests. 

Blake Griffin chipped in 
12 points and nine re¬ 
bounds for the Clippers in 
the win. 

Marc Gasol had a game- 
high 18 points and 15 
boards and Zach Randolph 
finished with 16 points and 
12 rebounds for the Griz¬ 
zlies, who lost their first 
game at home since Febru¬ 
ary 5 against Phoenix. 

Memphis are in fifth spot in 
the Western Conference, one 
position back of the Clippers. 

Paul put the Clippers ahead 
89-87 late in the fourth. After 
Los Angeles forced a turnover 
on a pass from Memphis' Mike 
Conley, Griffin went to the free 
throw line to try and extend the 
lead, but he missed both shots. 

But Griffin was fouled on a 
clear path violation, giving the 
ball back to the Clippers. Jamal 
Crawford then made two free 
throws with 2.2 seconds left to 
ice the victory. 

With the win, the Clippers 
took the season series 3-1 and 
are looking to earn home-court 
advantage, even though they 
currently share the same record 
with Memphis with two games 
left in the 2012-13 season. 

The Clippers are now one- 
half game behind the Denver 
Nuggets for the third seed in the 
Western Conference. 


Bryant out for up to 9 months 
with torn Achilles 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Kobe Bryant underwent surgery 
to repair a torn Achilles tendon which could sideline the 
Los Angeles Lakers star for up to nine months, the NBA 
team announced on week-end. The 15-time all-star 
Bryant left the court in agony toward the end of Friday's 
118-116 win over Golden State and later declared his sea¬ 
son over. Bryant chose to have immediate surgery to re¬ 
pair the damage to his torn left Achilles, undergoing an 
operation on Saturday. Lakers head trainer Gary Vitti de¬ 
scribed the torn tendon as a "third rupture." "It is gone. 
It has to be sewn back together," said Vitti earlier Satur¬ 
day. Bryant said immediately after the game that he felt 
a "pop" as he tried to beat Harrison Barnes to the out¬ 
side with just over three minutes left in the fourth quarter 
of Friday night's tight contest. The future Hall of Famer 
also pondered on Facebook whether this might be the 
end for him as an NBA superstar. "Maybe this is how my 
book ends," he wrote. "Maybe Father Time has defeated 
me ... Then again maybe not."
